Musmanno Planning Appeal

Freedman 
termed 
the

court decision, which upheld a 
lower 
court's 
invalidation

more than 5,000 votes cast in 
error in 15 Philadelphia wards 
in the April 28 primary elec­ 
tion, as "in conflict with estab­ 
lished law and 
the 
Constitu­ 
tion." 


The 
decision 
in

bitter 
intra-party battle 
made 
Miss 
Blatt the likely nominee to face 
incumbent Republican 
Senator 
Hugh Scott who seeks re-elec­ 
tion in November.

Thin Margin 


With nearly a million ballots 
cast in tho primary, including 
784.000 certified throughout the 
state and 195,000 not yet certi­ 
fied 
from 
Philadelphia, 
Miss 
Blatt held a paper-thin unof­ 
ficial margin of 7% votes. 


The "blank" votes resulted 
when persons pulled the levers 
below' the candidates’ name on 
voting machines. If it had not 
been for two special elections in 


Philadelphia, which forced elec­ 
tion officials to open a row of 
blank spaces on the machines, 
there would have been no dis­ 
pute. In addition, the election 
board failed to lock out the un­ 
used portions of the rows with 
special metal bars because of 
the cost involved. 


The election board had thrown 
out the disputed blank votes 
and the ruling was upheld by 
Common Pleas Judge Vincent 
A. Carroll. 


The high court, acting on a 
Musmanno appeal, upheld Judge 
Carroll. Its brief opinion said: 


"The order of the lower court 
which affirmed the unanimous 


decision of the Board of Elec­ 
tions which held that votes in 
a so-called blank row were in­ 
valid and void — is affirmed. 
Opinions to be filed later." 


The Musmanno attorneys had 
argued that all voters must be 
presumed to have voted legally 
and that the ballots must be 
counted because a lever regis­ 
tered 
below 
a 
name, 
rather 
than 
above it. 
indicated 
the 
voter’s intention. 


Claim Musmanno Victory 


They had estimated their can­ 
didate would have received a 
1,200-vote 
plurality 
from 
the 
blank spaces, thus assuring him 
victory. 


However. Blatt forces argued 
that a blank vote is invalid, 
regardless 
of 
what 
was 
the 
voter’s intention. They also con­ 
tended that because both R e ­ 
publicans and non-partisans vot­ 
ed in the 15 wards where the 
special election was being held. 
at least one-fourth of the blank 
ballots were cast by persons in­ 
eligible to 
vote 
in 
a 
Demo­ 
cratic primary. 


Miss Blatt greeted the news 
with gratification. "A s soon a s 
the secretary of the common­ 
wealth certifies my nomination, 
I will be ready to wage an 
active and vigorous, and I hope 
successful, c a m p a i g n she said.
